Eight Lives 


ST. JOHN, N. B., July 12.—Caring for 


the homeless and searching among the 
ruins for the other victims' were the 
tasks that confronted the authorities at 
Carapbelltown, N. B., following last 
night's disastrous fire there in which 
eight persons are reported to have been 
killed, over 300 driven from their homes 
and -a loss of $2,000,000 caused. It was 
not.until today that messengers began 
to bring details of the conflagration. 
Tho ocean limited express and a local 
train from Moncton for Campbclltown 
were stalled by a burned bridge at Mill 
creek. 


Seven men were reported killed in an 
explosion during the fire and the body 
of an infant was recovered from the 
ruins of a dwelling house. The blaze 
started In the Richards Co. shingle 
mill. A heavy wind quickly fanned the 
flames and before the residents could 


cope with It two banks, three largo 
lumber mills, three churches, the Inter- 
colonial railway station, telegraph and 
telephone offices were burned. 


Campbelltown was the horn* of some 


of the largest lumber concerns In tho 
.northern part o f the province. ' The 
Richards Co., Shives Co. and Mowatts 
Co. all operated large mills and they 
were all wiped out of existence. 
The residential section, was almost 


completely destroyed, reports say for a 
mile around. Many people, in comfort- 
able . circumstances yesterday, are to- 
day penniless with no roof to shelter 
them.

The committee on lands and build-

Mr. Whitcomb. said it.would not bo 


possible for his department to live out 
tho year without additional money if 
the department was obliged to pay for 
the repairs to desks but of its regular 
appropriation, but he said the school 
department would be willing to makb 
the repairs and call for additional 
money later, if the lands and buildings 
department could not do it 


Inspector 
Dow of 
the lands and 


buildings department said that his de- 
partment had 'not received any money 
to cover the work. From his predeces- 
sor he had learned that It would cost 
$40 per room to have the furniture 
fixed up: He then supplied the num- 
ber of rooms' In various schools which 
would have to-be repaired, as follows: 
17 rooms in high -school, .5680; three 
rooms in High street school. $120; two 
rooms In Pond street school, $80; 12 
rooms In new Moody school, $480; four 
rooms in Pine street school, $160; eight 
rooms In Carter street school, $320; 
two rooms in London street cschool, 
$80; three rooms in Middlesex Village 
school. $120; 11 rooms in Green school. 
$440; eight rooms in Riverside school, 
$320; and eight rooms in Edson school, 
$1350. Mr. Dow said that everything- 
in the latter school would have, to bo 
new, 
and the members of the commit- 


tee all agreed that the furnishings of 
the old school are in very bad condi- 
tion. In addition, $2000 would be need- 
ed to fix up the school rooms, exclusive 
of tho furniture. Altogflthcr, this would 
mean $6160. 
. 
Tho committee finally voted to rec- 


ommend an appropriation of $1000 for 
the repair of the desks. 


Mr. Whitcomb said that the school 


department had. not done any varnish- 
ing, scraping or repairing of furniture 
for 15 years. In some of the schools 
the furniture has not been tonchod in 
HO years. He suggested that a small 
sum be spent during the vacation for 
the..Ed>--on and high schools.

Agent Bates said the health depart- 


ment is in bad condition, insofar an a 
stable is concerned.

has 36 horses. Of these 21 are kept in

An Interesting test case has been 


brought by Albert S. Howard, repre- 
senting Joseph Walsh, asainst the

large number of tax deeds given in the 
years 1908-09 by the city treasurer. 


In the past it has been the custom, 


in describing properties in tax deeds, 
to give simply the lot number on the 
street, without further description, and 
the claim is made that such descrip- 
tion is insufficient under tho law. 


In other cases, where the property 


is assessed to partnerships, assess- 
ment has been In the firm name and 
the deeds do not state 
the 
proper 


names of tho partners. 
Tho claim is 


made that such assessments are inval- 
id. 


There are cases also where sales of 


parts of lots, have bcon made, and no 
statement given in the tax deed ot the 
proportional part of the lot sold, or of 
the bounds ot the part sold.

' Why should any condition exisl that makes the enlioo printing business 


less profitable in Lowell than in Lawrence, or why should it be found 
advantageous for the printing department of any local mill to sell out to a 
Lawrence mill? 


. It must be admitted that, generally speaking, the print works of the 


Hamilton and the Men-knack.mills have paid higher wages thai] any other 
department of the mills. Why should this important branch of business he 
curtailed or even completely stopped in Lowell? 
Rather, why should not 


the business be extended in Lowell as well as in Lawrence? Is this a case 
in which the progress of the down river city is overshadowing 
that of 


our own? 


There are many people in our city who would regard it as a serious 


blow to the textile business in Lowell if the Merrimack print works as well 
as tbose of the Hamilton should be transferred to Lawrence. 


It is Ihe aim of onr Board of Trade and of our citizens generally to 


induce new industries to locate here. It is equally important to hold the 
best we have while gathering in more. But are we doing this? 
If the 


print works go down the river, what industry have we to fill the gap and pay 
as good wages? There is as yet none in sight. 


PRACTICAL 
IDEAS 
ON 
EDUCATION 
TOPICS 


At the closing session of the National Education convention the teach- 


ers heard a few words from a practical man—W. A. Hawkins of Jordan- 
Marsh company—that should have some results in the direction of thor- 
oughness in the -essential branches. Mr. Hawkins voiced the prayer of the 
average child and the answer thereto thus:— 


"Give us that which will heln us to earn our daily bread, and 


this is the answer to that prayer: Teach the boy to write a good 
plain hand, and to express himself in the English language with 
precision and brevity; teach him to spell correctly; teach him to do 
examples In common 
arithmetic, tmch as addition, subtraction, 


extension, discount and percentage; 
inculcate honesty, truthful- 


ness, courtesy, accuracy, persistency and n. love of hard work into 
that boy, and you have answered his prayer. 
Teach 
him 
these 


things by all means. 
It it takes every month and every year of 


his school life, and causes the neglect of everything else, take 
the 


time, and neglect the other things, for a taoy or girl who enters a 
business house with this equipment, plus average ability, will suc- 
ceed. 


It might be supposed at first that Mr. Hawkins took a stand directly 


opposite to that of President Joyner who cautioned the educators of the 
convention against giving too little attention to cultural education in order 
to emphasize the utilitarian or tho volitional. 
What IR really r'ultunil 


does not begin until after the essentials pointed out by Mr. Hawkins have 
been supplied. 


Language is the weak point of the entire school curriculum, probably 


because it calls for regular systematic work, the correction of errors and 
a long series of exercises calculated to ensure an.accurate mid practical 
knowledge of the subject. 
With regard to arithmetic, it may be said that 


one of the most important and fundamental rules is proportion or the rule 
of three. 
This rule was very effectively taught in the olden days but is 


now very generally neglected. 
There arc very few problems of arithmetic 


into which ratio, the "rule of three" proportion, simple or compound, does 
not enter. It is a rule that trains the reasoning power and is, therefore, 
never forgotten. There will never be any improvement in (be 
direction 


pointed out by Mr. Hawkins until school boards set a higher value upon 
these branches and insist upon a better showing in each and every one of 
them, oven if some of the other or less important branches have to be 
skimmed over. 


It seems that a great many important subjects were discussed in a 


very profitable manner. 
It now remains for superintendents of schools 


to put some of these practical suggestions into operation. 
It is not the 


function of a teacher to do so. The teacher must follow the course of 
study laid down and on that procure the best results. It would be making 
bad worse if every teacher were guided by convention impressions and 
personal hobbies in emphasizing 'the work in certain directions. 
To the 


heads of school departments, if not of school boards, we must look for 
progress along the lines pointed out by some very 
practical 
men who 


appeared before tho convention.

Agent Bates. The need of repairs on 
desks was the burden. of Mr. Whit- 
comb's song, and he called the com- 
mittee's attention to the fact that In 
the Edson school there are desks and 
other b'tts of school furniture that were 
installed 
before the 
Civil war—and 


that's going back some. 
•: 


Mr. Whitcomb said it would not be 


possible for his department to live out 
the year without additional'money if 
the department was obliged to pay for 
the repairs.to desks out of. its regular 
appropriation, but he said .the. school 
department would be willing to make 
the repairs and call for additional 
money later, if the lands and buildings 
department could not do it. 


Inspector 
Dow 'of 
the lands and 


buildings .department said that his de- 
partment had not received any money 
to cover the work... From his predeces- 
sor he had learned that it would cost 
?40 per room to have, the furniture 
fixed up. He then supplied the num- 
ber of rooms in various schools which 
would have to be repaired, as follows: 
IT rooms in high school. $680; three 
rooms in High street school, {120; two 
rooms in Pond street school, $80; 12 
rooms in new Moody'school, S480; four 
rooms in Pine street school, $160; night 
rooms in Carter 
street, school, $320; 


two rooms in London street cschool, 
$80; 
three rooms in Middlesex Village 


school, 5120; 11 rooms in Green school, 
$440; eight rooms In Riverside school, 
$320; and eight rooms in Edson school, 
J1350. Mr. Dow said that everything 
in the latter school would have to b'j 
new, 
and the members of the commit- 


tee all agreed that the furnishings of 
the old school are in very bad condi- 
tion. In addition, ?2000 would he need- 
ed to fix up the school rooms, exclusive 
of the furniture. Altogether, this 'would 
mean $6150. 
. • • 
' 
The committee finally voted to rec- 


ommend an appropriation of $1000 for 
the repair of the desks. 


Mr. Whitcomb said that the school 


department had not done any varnish- 
ing, scraping or repairing of furniture 
for IB years. In some of. the schools 
the furniture has not been .touched in 
CO years. Ho suggested that a small 
sum he spent during the vacation for 
the Edson and high schools. 
Health Department 


Agent Bates said the health depart- 


ment is in bad condition, Insofar as a 
stable is concerned. The' department 
has 36 horses. Of these 21 are kept in 
the street annex, five In the old water 
works stable, and 
three in a shed 


nearby. 


The question of the street depart- 


ment doing the work of collecting swill 
and ashes was brought up. Mr. Bates 
said he had heard about the collecting 
of ashes, but did not believe that de- 
partment would collect swill. 


Mr. Qua said he had heard a union 


stable, to be located on the ledge lot in 
Fletcher street, had been mentioned. 
This would be for the horses and vehi- 
cles of the various city departments. 


I 
The stable, said Mr. Dow, would be 


40 by 210.feet In slae. Mr. Bates said 
'that"if a stable should be put up on 
that lot there would be no chance oC 
extending it.

Mi\ Qua said the city, had a-big sta- 


ble establishment off Broadway at the 
present time, which it.did riot wish to 
abandon or render useless.

Mr. Dow had plans for a proposed 


building on the lot at tre corner of 
Broadway and Fletcher street.

would necessitate moving the city car- 
penter shop and some other buildings. 


Mr. Byam moved that the

so that everything may be thoroughly 
understood.

GARMENT WORKERS IN NEW YORK CITY 


t NEW. YORK, July 12.—An army of 
80,000 toilers, with women as leaders, 
are lighting one of the most strenuous 
strikes, in the history of New 
York 


The. Garment Workers .union 
has 


struck for increased pay and to abolish 
what the leaders term the "rule of 
slavery." The women 
leaders have 


gone on record as saying they are paid 
as low as 12 cents for. making a jacket, 
while a. ?25 garment is made for less 
than 52.50. So far the police have hart 
little or no work beyond keeping the 
sidewalks clear. Speeches are hurled 
at the manufacturers morning, noon 
and night, while every hall on the east 


side is crowded throughout 
the . day

IDEAS 
ON 
EDUCATION 
TOPICS 


At the closing session of the National Education convention the teach- 


ers heard a few words from a practical man—W. A. Hawkins of Jordan- 
Marsh company—that should have some results in the direction of thor- 
oughness in the essential branches. Mr. Hawkins voiced the prayer of the 
average child and the answer thereto thus:— 


"Give us that which will help tie to earn our daily bread, and 


this ,1s >tho: answer to that prayer: Teach the boy to write a good 
plain hand, and to express himself in the English language with 
precision and brevity; teach him to spell correctly: teach him to do 
examples.In common arithmetic, such ns addition, subtraction, 
extension, discount and percentage; 
inculcate honesty, truthtul- 


'• 
ness, courtesy, accuracy, persistency and a love o£ hard work into 
that boy, and you have answered his 
prayer. 
Teach 
him 
these 


things'by all means. 
1C it takeii every month and every year of 


his school lite, and causes the neglect ot everything else, take the 
time, and neglect the other things, Tor a boy or girl who enters a 
business house with this equipment, plus averagu ability, will sue- • 
ceed. 


It might be supposed at first that Mr. Hawkins took a. stand directly 


opposite to that of President Joyner who cautioned the educators of the 
convention against giving loo little attention to cultural education in order 


' to emphasize the utilitarian or (lie vocational. What is really cultural 


does not begin until after the essentials pointed out by Mr. Hawkins have 


been supplied. 


Language is the weak point of the entire school curriculum, probably 


because it calls for regular systematic work, the correction of errors and 
a long series of exercises calculated to ensure an accurate and practical 
knowledge of the subject. 
With regard to arithmetic, it may be said that 


one of the most important and fundamental rules is proportion or the rule 
of three. 
This rule was very effectively taught in the olden days but is 


now very generally neglected. There are very few problems of arithmetic 
into which ratio, the "rule of three" proportion, simple or compound, does 
not enter. It is a rule that trains the reasoning power and is, therefore, 
never forgotten. 
There will never be any improvement in the 
direction 


pointed out by Mr. Hawkins until school hoards set a higher value upon 
these branches and insist upon a better showing in each and every one of 
them, even if some of the other or less important branches have to be 


skimmed over.. 


It 'seems that a great many important subjects were discussed in a 


very profitable manner. 
II now remains for superinlcmlonts of schools 


to put some of these practical suggestions into operation. 
It is not Hie 


function of a teacher to do so. 
The teacher must follow the course of 


study laid down and on ihat procure the best results. It would.be making 
bad worse if every teacher were guided by convention impressions and 
personal hobbies in emphasizing the work in certain directions. 
To Ihc 


heads of school departments, if not of school boards, we must look for 
progress along the lines pointed out by some very 
practical 
men 
who 


appeared before (he convention.
